This ap­ 
plies no t o nly to tho se in the 
water but tho se near it as 
well, “ because 6 0 per cent o f 
the peo ple who dro wn each 
y ear fall into the water acci­ 
d en tally ,” 
acco rding 
to 
Charles Russell, acting na­ 
tio nal directo r o f Red Cro ss 
Safety Pro grams. 
Mo st 
o f tho se indiv iduals 
co uld hav e sav ed themselv es, 
Russell say s, “ if they had been 
able to swim, because almbst 
inv ariably safety —in the fo rm 
o f a do ck, a bo at o r the sho re— 
was nearby .” 
So me 7 ,300 perso ns dro wn 
in this co untry each y ear. The 
dro wning rate is 3.6 perso ns 
dro wned per 100,000 po pula­ 
tio n. Nearly 6 0 y ears ago , 
when the Red Cro ss began its 
pro gram o f instructio n, the

Governors ask 
boost in aid to 
flood victims 


BISMARCK, N.D. (AP) - 
The Midwest Go v erno rs Co nfer­ 
ence asked the federal go v ern­ 
ment to day to pro v ide beefed- 
up pro grams to aid priv iate 
citizens in flo o d disasters. 
The reso lutio n was pro po sed 
by Go v . Richard Kneip o f So uth 
Dako ta, o ne o f the states hit by 
recent flo o ds. He will present 
the reso lutio n Tuesday befo re a 
meeting o f the flo o d disaster 
subco mmittee o f the 
Ho use 
Public Wo rks Co mmittee in 
Rapid City , S.D. 
The reso lutio n asks bo th Co n­ 
gress and the administratio n to 
‘‘take immediate actio n” to aid 
flo o d v ictims, many o f them 
witho ut insurance against flo o d 
lo sses. 
Altho ugh the reso lutio n was 
appro v ed unanimo usly , Go v . J . 
J ames Ex o n o f Nebraska cau­ 
tio ned against simply asking 
the federal go v ernment to “ bail 
us o ut.” 
Kneip said he drew up the 
reso lutio n after co nfering with 
Go v . Milto n Shapp o f Pennsy l­ 
v ania, o ne o f the areas badly 


hit by eastern flo o ds o v er the 
weekend. 
The reso lutio n also refers to 
the flo o d disaster in Rapid City , 
So uth Dako ta. 
The reso lutio n say s that res­ 
to ratio n o f public facilities usu­ 
ally can be achiev ed thro ugh 
ex isting pro grams, but say s 
priv ate lo sses o ften equal o r ex ­ 
ceed public damage. 


The reso lutio n asks that a 
sy stem o f grants and interest- 
free lo ans be dev elo ped fo r pri­ 
v ate citizens and that all public 
agencies be urged to cut red 
tape. 


The three-day co nference o f 
mid-west 
go v erno rs 
o pened 
with po litics taking a back seat 
to nuts and bo lts discussio ns o n 
state go v ernment pro blems. 
The co nference ho st, Go v . 
William L. Guy o f No rth Da­ 
ko ta, said the go v erno rs were 
unlikely to “ tweak each o ther’s 
po litical no ses.” No ne o f the 
majo r presidential co ntenders 
was scheduled to an appear­ 
ance. 
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So , the dro wning rate has 
dro pped to nearly o ne-third o f 
its fo rmer lev ei while the to tal 
po pulatio n o f the co untry has 
mo re than do ubled and partici­ 
pants in water spo rts hav e mul­ 
tiplied mo re than 10 times.

Be sure the pro per lifesav ing 
equipment is av ailable in y o ur 
swimming area. 
Do n’t depend so lely o n an 
inflated to y o r inner tube to 
keep y o u aflo at. It may slip 
away fro m y o u. 
Get o ut o f the water when 
sto rms appro ach; water is a 
go o d co nducto r o f lightning. 


Nixon lifts meat import quotas 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nix o n lifted all quo ta re­ 
strictio ns o n meat impo rts to ­ 
day “ in an effo rt to remedy a 
sho rt-term sho rtage” and curb 
rising meat prices. 
But Nix o n ruled o ut a freeze 
o n meat and o ther fo o d prices, 
Secretary 
o f 
the 
Treasury 
Geo rge Shultz said at a White 
Ho use news co nference where 
Nix o n’s 
decisio n 
was 
an­ 
no unced. 
Remo v al o f the quo tas fo r the 
rest o f 19 72 “ may no t fully 
so lv e the pro blem,” Nix o n said 


in a statement. “ Further m eas­ 
ures will be taken as necessary 
and appro priate.” 
Mo st o f the impo rted meat is 
lo wer-co st cuts which go into 
pro cessed pro ducts such 
as 
hamburger, ho t do gs, salami 
and sausages. 
Officials questio ned whether 
the decisio n wo uld hav e an im­ 
mediate 
impact o n surging 
meat prices, say ing it co uld 
take weeks o r mo nths fo r any 
increase in impo rts to be felt in 
the United States. 
Shultz, who heads Nix o n’s 


Co st o f Liv ing Co uncil, o ffered 
little o ptimism that the actio n 
wo uld result in reduced prices. 
The main o bjectiv e, he said, is 
to stabilize meat prices by 
eliminating repeated surges at 
the who lesale lev el. 
Beef supplies and prices ap­ 
peared to be the main target o f 
Nix o n’s decisio n, altho ugh such 
meats as mutto n and v eal also 
are co v ered. 
Australia supplies abo ut half 
the 
1.2-millio n-po und 
impo rt 
lev el set fo r 19 72 and Secretary 
o f State William P. Ro gers, 


who no w is in that co untry , will 
discuss with Australian o fficials 
the po ssibility o f increasing the 
flo w' o f meat to the United 
States, Shultz said. 
The President said the “ re­ 
cent rise in the price o f meat is 
in part due to an impro v ing 
eco no my here at ho me causing 
increased demands fo r meat 
which hav e no t been matched 
by increased supplies.” 
Altho ugh he rejected the pro ­ 
po sed price freeze o n meat and 
o ther fo o d pro ducts, Nix o n said 
“ I intend to mo nito r this situ­ 


atio n clo sely , and I want to as­ 
sure ev ery American ho usewife 
that this administratio n is firm­ 
ly determined to prev ent unjus­ 
tified increases in the co st o f 
fo o d.” 
Earlier this y ear, Nix o n in­ 
creased meat impo rt quo tas by 
11 per cent fro m 19 71 lev els. 
But since then, he said, “ the 
co ntinuing shift in demand and 
supplies has beco me mo re pro ­ 
no unced.” 
In wo rds beamed to the farm 
belt, Nix o n said his actio n “ is 
no t aimed at the American 


farmer; his inco me has o nly 
begun to appro ach reaso nable 
lev els.” 
Rather, the President co ntin­ 
ued, the mo v e “ is intended to 
remedy a sho rt-term sho rtage 
which is bey o nd the ability o f 
o ur farmers to fill.” 
There was so me ev idence 
that the Price Co mmissio n, 
which makes reco mmendatio ns 
to the Co st o f Liv ing Co uncil, 
had been silenced o n the po liti­ 
cally

'Beaten up' by 
guards, says

Mitchell say s the electio n cam ­ 
paign “ is no thing but a co ps 
and ro bbers game, and I’m try ­ 
ing to get my husband o ut o f 
it.”

Floods recede in East; cleanup begins

Massiv e cleanup, relief and 
rebuilding effo rts hav e begun 
as the flo o d waters recede in 
the dev astated East.

While mo st o f the flo o d threat

A cro wd o f abo ut 325 gathered at a dinner Sunday 
night at the Sky line Lo unge to hear him o nce mo re take 
the administratio n o f Go v . Richard B. Ogilv ie to task fo r 
waste. 
“ Any tax pay er who pay s $200 in state inco me tax ,” he 
said, “ sho uld resent the fact that his mo ney is go ing to pay 
fo r a Dale Carnegie co urse fo r a wo rker in the Div isio n o f 
Wareho uses. Each o f the wo rkers in that department is 
taking the co urse at $200each,” he charged. 
“ Ogilv ie has 8 4 public info rmatio n o fficers o n the pay ­ 
ro ll,” he alleged, “ grinding o ut press releases to the tune 
o f so me 2,500 per mo nth. These 8 4 wo rkers are paid mo re 
than $1 millio n. 
“ That is why I am dedicated to winning back the co n­ 
fidence o f the peo ple,” he went o n. “ I’m dedicated to ho ld­ 
ing the line o n spending, ho lding the line o n tax es and pro ­ 
v iding serv ices to the state. ” 
“ I nev er o ppo sed an inco me tax in Illino is,” he added. 
“ I’m no t faulting any o ne o n the fact that it was enacted. 
We needed it. I am sure grateful, ho wev er, that it was the 
Demo crats who cut the fo ur per cent which Ogilv ie was 
asking fo r, to two and o ne-half per cent. ’’ 
“ The Ogilv ie regime has tripled the state budget,” he 
stated, “ but ho w many o f y o u are getting three times the 
serv ices? I believ e I do hav e a v ital issue here and I am

tio n no lo nger recreates—it self-d e­ 
stru cts.” 
To illu strate the d am aging so u nd 
lev els o f recreatio n, the article rates 
v ario u s o ffend ers in term s o f d eci­ 
bels. (A d ecibel is a u nit fo r m easu r­ 
ing so u nd lev el related to lo u d ness.) 
Fo r ex am p le, rated “v ery lo u d ” at 
100 d ecibels are mo to rcy cles, sno w­ 
mo biles, all-terrain v ehicles—o r the 
d in at a co cktail p arty ! “ Unco mfo rt­ 
ably lo u d ” at 120 d ecibels are the 
ro ar o f the cro wd at a basketball 
gam e o r amp lified ro ck mu sic. And 
hu nters su bject themselv es to the 
“ thresho ld o f p ain” lev el o f so u nd 
(140 d ecibels) when firing a sho tgu n. 


Altho u gh many p eo p le think lo ss 
o f hearing is cau sed by a single, ex ­ 
p lo siv ely lo u d no ise, th a t’s o nly p ar­ 
tially tru e. Mo st hearing d am age 
hap p ens grad u ally , like wearing 
d o wn the tread o f a tire. “ In o ther 
wo rd s,” say s the Fam ily Safety arti­ 
cle, “we tend to resp ect the blast o f a 
sho tgu n which can cau se actu al ear 
d isco mfo rt bu t, becau se we feel no

Ano ther warning signal is a ringing 
in the ears after ex p o su re to lo u d 
no ise. And if sp eech seem s mu ffled 
after leav ing an area, it m eans ex ­ 
cessiv e no ise lev els were p resent in 
that area. 
And what to d o if y o u c an’t av o id 
ex cessiv e no ise lev els? Use hearing 
p ro tecto rs—ear p lu gs o r m u ffs—to 
p rev ent d am age. “E ar p lu gs and 
ear mu ffs are abo u t eq u al in effec­ 
tiv eness,” say s Fam ily Safety . “Bu t 
if y o u d ecid e o n ear p lu gs, fit be­ 
co mes im p o rtant. A wo rd o f cau tio n : 
Check with y o u r d o cto r, becau se if 
y o u hav e an ear infectio n, fo r ex am ­ 
p le, he may ad v ise against p lu gs.” 
Yo u m ay be amo ng the o ne o u t o f 
fo u r Americans who are ex p o sed to 
p o tentially d am aging no ise lev els. 
Bu t kno wing ho w to reco gnize d an­ 
ger lev els—and ho w to p ro tect y o u r­ 
self against them —sho u ld keep y o u r 
hearing fro m gro wing o ld befo re y o u 
d o ! 


F iat starting 
to have woes

TURIN, Italy — Fiat, Italy ’s 
largest p riv ate emp lo y er, emp lo y s 
o ne o u t o f ev ery sev en wo rkers in 
this city . Thro u gh F iat’s ex p ansio n, 
. 
Tu rin has gro wn in 15 y ears fro m a 
city o f 7 50,000 to mo re than 1.2 
millio n. Bu t no w the egg has hit the 
fan. 
The wage ex p lo sio n in Eu ro p e 
and the d ro p in p ro d u ctiv ity are 
co mbining to hit the p ro gress in an 
o v erkill. 
In 
these resp ects Fiat 
d ram atizes a fu nd amental in to d ay ’s 
ind u strial Eu ro p e which is o n im ­ 
mense significance to u s at ho me. 
A d d itio nally , the situ atio n here 
d em o nstrates the fallacy o f thinking 
that Italy is o ne co u ntry . 
While so u thern Italy and Sicily 
rem ain largely asleep , 
no rthern 
Italy is a v eritable beehiv e, like 
ind u strialized Jap an. 
Nearly 
all 
u nemp lo y ment is in the so u th. And 
ev en tho se so u thern Italians who are 
wo rking earn abo u t half as mu ch 
annu al p ay as the no rtherners. 
No t o nly are 6 00,000 
Italians 
w o rking 
in 
Co mmo n 
M arket 
co u ntries o ther than their o wn, an 
estim ated 500,000 so u thern Italian 
and Sicilian wo rkers hav e m igrated 
in the p ast three y ears to this Tu rin 
regio n alo ne. As o ne resu lt, the no rth 
is a lightning ro d fo r all kind s o f 
d iso rd ers. 
P ied m o ntese, a 
T u rin 
are a 
d ialect, is sp o ken here. A Sicilian, 
sp eaking his o wn d ialect, canno t 
ev en 
u nd erstand 
these 
no rthern 
p eo p le. And they a re 
b itterly 
resented in these p arts. Ask the 
av erage Tu rinese if he wo u ld rent 
his flat to a so u therner and he may 
well rep ly , as o ne rep lied to me,

p ro bably wo u ld p u t co al in the bath­ 
tu b.” 
Fiat emp lo y s 185,000 wo rkers. It 
riv als West G erm any ’s Vo lkswagen- 
w erk, 
B rita in’s 
Leland 
M o to r 
Co rp o ratio n and France’s Renau lt 
as Eu ro p e’s largest car p ro d u cer, 
and is Italy ’s biggest fo reign ex ­ 
change earner. As F iat’s ex p o rts go , 
so go es Italy ’s trad e balance. 
Labo r co sts, ho wev er, hav e in­ 
creased 46 p er cent in the p ast 23 
mo nths. F ia t’s fringe benefits also 
inclu d e the eq u iv alent o f abo u t o ne- 
third the w o rkers’ p ay in so cial 
welfare, a $40-a-mo nth rent in 5,000 
co mp any flats here, d ay tim e child 
care, etc. 


N ev erth eless, a b sente eism is 
to rcing o n Fiat a 10 p er cent p ro d u c­ 
tio n cu t belo w its 19 72 go als. And 
ev en tho u gh Fiat is ind isp u tably the 
best and mo st genero u s em p lo y er in 
Italv , it is to d ay crio p led by strikes, 
strikes, strikes. 
Last y ear Fiat lo st 20 millio n man- 
ho u rs by strikes and p ro d u ctio n o f 
120,000 au to mo biles. Mo re than 10 
millio n o f these m anho u rs were 
strikes no t against the Fiat co m p any 
bu t against the Italian go v ernm ent 
in v ario u s p ro tests. Cu rrently F iat is 
again lo sing p ro d u ctio n at the rate o f 
ano ther 18 0,000cars a y ear. The firm 
had 6 5 p er cent o f the d o mestic 
m arket two y ears ago . It no w has 
abo u t 50 p er cent. Im p o rted au to ­ 
mo biles hav e zo o med fro m 18 p er 
cent to 30 p er cent in co m p ensatio n 
fo r the Fiat sho rtages. 
Once again the Red Star is o v er 
Italy and a large p art o f F iat’s 
p ro blem has a fam iliar ring. 
Fiat fo u nd er Gio v anni Agnelli 
had to kiss the p o rtrait o f Lenin that 
the Co mmu nists had p u t in the p lace 
o f Italy ’s king befo re he co u ld regain 
his Tu rin o ffice in the Fiat facto ry . 
Italy was o n the brink o f anarchy fo r 
the nex t three y ears. If a p riest o r 
arm y o fficer bo ard ed a train mo st 
engineers refu sed to mo v e it. One 
famo u s Tu rin-Ro me ex p ress arriv ed 
400 ho u rs late — p av ing the way fo r 
Mu sso lini’s trains-o n-time acclaim 
in 19 23 after his Octo ber, 
19 22, 
March o n Ro me. 
The Co mmu nist-co ntro lled CGIL, 
Italy ’s largest trad e u nio n, is an arm 
o f the Italian Co mmu nist p arty , the 
largest in the Western wo rld . The 
CGIL is again cashing in hand ­ 
so mely , aid ed and abetted p sy cho ­ 
lo gically by the p resence o ff Italy ’s 
1,6 00-mile co astline o f the So v iet 
M ed iterranean fleet. 
Only 35 p er cent o f F iat’s wo rkers 
are in the u nio n, bu t this is u p fro m 
18 p er cent in 19 6 8. And when y o u are 
here it is ev id ent that the Red intent 
is to m ake the d em and s insatiable 
and 
p ro gressiv ely 
crip p le 
the 
co u ntry in the meanwhile. Italy ’s 
1971 strike lo ss was 300 millio n man- 
ho u rs, fo u r tim es the 19 6 8 to tal. 
The strikes are all w ater o n the 
Red wheel. Mo sco w p lans anarchy 
fo r Italy . A stable Italy is ind isp ens­ 
able to u s in the So v iet-threatened 
M ed iterranean. And M o sco w is 
getting anarchy in this essential p art 
o f Italy — ap lenty .

In the d ay s o f the Stalin terro r, 
any man who so mu ch as lo o ked 
cro ss-ey ed at an ico n o f the Vo zhd — 
the Germ an eq u iv alent is fu ehrer— 
co u ld find himself in a slav e labo r 
camp fo r life. T sar Jo sep h Stalin 
wo u ld accep t no less. And m any m il­ 
lio ns who gru m bled o r becam e the 
target o f his p arano ia o r belo nged to 
the wro ng ethnic gro u p were slau gh­ 
tered . Bu t tim es hav e changed since 
Nikita Kru shchev , in a startling 
sp eech to a Co mmu nitst P arty co n­ 
gress, ex p o sed in all their go ry d e­ 
tail the geno cid al crim es and m ass 
p o litical m u rd ers o f the Vo zhd . 
It began q u ietly in the “d issent” 
o f w riters and artists, o f scientists 
and acad em ics, who co u ld no t write 
o r p aint o r co nd u ct research acco rd ­ 
ing to strict go v ernm ent ru les. Then 
the w riters began d istribu ting their 
no v els secretly , p ainstakingly co p ­ 
ied by intrep id so u ls. This was fo l­ 
lo wed by the u nd ergro u nd “newsp a­ 
p ers”—really glo rified hand bills— 
which to ld o f So v iet co u nterm eas­ 
u res: thro wing w riters into lu natic 
asy lu ms becau se they wo u ld no t 
write go v ernm ent p ro p agand a, su p ­ 
p ressing cu ltu ral and intellectu al 


freed o m. 
The Kremlin was d istu rbed by 
these d ev elo p m ents becau se ev ery

Dr. Schwab fo u nd that the in­ 
cid ence o f p sy chiatric im p airm ent is 
highest amo ng y o u ng black men — 
men between the ages o f 18 and 29 . 
“We are su ggesting these y o u ng 
blacks hav e witnessed tu rbu lence 
acco mp any ing d esegregatio n in the 
19 6 0’s and they ’re stratify ing them ­ 
selv es with d ifferent allegiances.

Meany p ro m ised Hu mp hrey that 
he wo u ld d o ev ery thing p o ssible to 
help sto p McGo v ern fro m winning 
the D em o cratic no minatio n. “ I’m 
go ing to stick with y o u ; w e’ll go 
d o wn to the wire to gether,” Meany 
said . 
The two talked by transatlantic 
telep ho ne while Meany was in E u r­ 
o p e, sho rtly after McGo v ern d efeat­ 
ed Hu mp hrey in the Califo rnia p ri­ 
m ary . Du ring the sam e p erio d , Mc­ 
Go v ern p laced an o v erseas call to 
Meany , bu t was m y sterio u sly u nable 
to reach him. 
Meany held a sp ecial strategy 
hu d d le last Mo nd ay with Alex and re 
Barkan, d irecto r o f the AFL-CIO 
Co mmittee o n Po litical Ed u catio n, 
and o ther p o litical ad v isers. The 
sessio n was wid ely interp reted as a 
signal that Meany has p riv ately co n­ 
ced ed the Presid ential no minatio n to 
McGo v ern, o f who m he d isap p ro v es 
p erso nally and p o litically , and was 
d ecid ing ho w mu ch su p p o rt to o ffer 
McGo v ern, if any . 
In tru th, the sessio n was d ev o ted 
to a d etailed d iscu ssio n o f ho w to 
ho ld d elegates away fro m McGo v ­ 
ern. Meany no ted realistically that

Dear Dr. Lamb— What caus­ 
es the blocking of the ear such 
as what occurs when descend­ 
ing from altitude? In my case, 
this occurs several times a day. 
It is very irritating when talk­ 
ing because I suddenly feel that 
I am talking too loudly or un- 
clearly, then I find myself con­ 
centrating on this rather than 
on what I am saying. 
I have gone to two doctors 
and they told me this was likely 
due to ear infections I had as a 
child. One stated that I may 
eventually need an operation 
and the other gave me pills 
which didn’t help any. I have 
had this problem approximate­ 
ly seven years, but the blocking 
seems to be happening more 
regularly as time progresses. 
What do you think I should do? 
Dear Reader— You should 
make arrangements to see an 
ear, nose and throat specialist. 
Your family doctor can refer 
you to one or you can obtain the 
names of specialists for this 
problem with a telephone call to 
the nearest county medical so­ 
ciety. You may also write to 
your state medical association 
to ask for the name and location 
of ear doctors who are closest to 
your home. 
The ear is affected by 
changes in altitude because of 
the difference in pressure 
across the eardrum between 
the external ear and middle ear 
chamber. The external ear is 
the ear at the side of the head, 
plus the canal that funnels 
sound into the ear. The canal it­ 
self is really a blind tube closed 
with the white, glistening mem­ 
brane of the eardrum. 
The middle ear is the next 
compartment. Inside the ear­ 
drum is a great hollow cham­ 
ber, the middle ear. At the bot­ 
tom of this hollow chamber is a 


tube that passes downward and 
opens in the 
back of the 
throat (eustachian 
tube). 
Through this tube the middle 
ear chamber communicates 
with the air in mouth. When air 
pressure builds up in the middle 
chamber, air is forced out the 
tube and into the mouth. If the 
pressure in the chamber falls, 
air is sucked up into the cham­ 
ber through this same tube. 
This way, the pressure can be 
changed in the middle ear 
chamber. 
When you go to altitude, the 
thin air creates less pressure at 
the external ear, the air in the 
hollow middle ear is under 
greater pressure and can push 
your eardrums out. The ear is 
protected against this by leak­ 
ing air from the middle ear 
chamber through the tube to 
the mouth. 
When descending from alti­ 
tude, as the air pressure in­ 
creases, the external pressure 
against the eardrum pushes in­ 
ward. Too much pushing in and 
out of the eardrum causes irri­ 
tation called barotrauma. 
Overgrowth of tissue in the 
throat near the tube opening 
may make it impossible for air 
to pass freely in and out of the 
middle ear chamber. Some­ 
times, surgical removal of the 
overgrown tissue is needed. 
I doubt your problem is baro­ 
trauma, since it occurs several 
times a day without changing 
altitude. More likely it is relat­ 
ed to ear damage that amplifies 
some sounds but not others. 
This occurs most often with in­ 
creasing age. 
Your ears are exceptionally 
important, and anyone who is 
having hearing problems cer­ 
tainly deserves a careful exam­ 
ination by a specialist.

three times in a life. 
Families that pride them­ 
selves on saving a few cents 
here and there by driving from 
one market to another to save 
on specials somehow feel that 
the 13 cents a mile it costs 
them is money well spent. 
And women who rebel at a 
penny markup on a 46-ounce 
can of tomato juice will be 
thrilled to spend $10 for one 
ounce of a beauty product 
whose powers never have been 
proved and which costs less 
than the jar that contains it. 
American families now spend 
less of their income for food 
than 
any 
other 
people 
on 
earth—less than 20 per cent. 
And the percentage is steadily 
falling, thanks more to rising 
incomes perhaps than to food 
industry efficiency. 


The percentage can be mis­ 
leading, however, especially 
when applied to poor families 
and to those on fixed incomes. 
For such people the percentage 
is much higher and steadily ris­ 
ing because of the inability to 
obtain higher income. 
Still, in every income class 
Americans are showing a de­ 
cided preference for the more 
expensive foods. We eat less 
starch, more protein than in 
years gone by. Many families 
of two adults and two teen­ 
agers devour more than 800 
pounds of meat a year. 
Not all this meat is in the 
raw state either, as it was 50 
years ago when a comparable 
family probably ate less than 
two-thirds that amount. Now it 
often is processed and pack­ 
aged and presented frozen as a 


gourmet meal. 
In summary, Americans like 
to eat, most of them are af­ 
forded the opportunities to eat 
well, and a growing percent­ 
age 
— 
Notwithstanding 
price 
complaints—thoroughly 
indulge themselves. They are 
spending more for food because 
they choose to. 
On the other hand, there is a 
minority on fixed or low in­ 
comes whose eating standards 
must be lowered as prices rise.

law to go into effect 
Julv 1 


If you are a sign owner 
or an advertiser along Illinois 
highways you'll need 
to know about this new law. 


Enacted by the Illinois General Assembly, the 
law administered by the Illinois Department 
of Transportation regulates the size, number, 
type and location of signs permitted along 
interstate and primary highways. The aim of 
the new law is to promote the reasonable use 
of signs while preserving the natural beauty of 
our rural areas. 


For your sign to remain up under this law, or 
for compensation for removal of a sign not 
meeting the new requirements, you must 
register it with the Illinois Department of 
Transportation. 


If you want to erect a new sign after July 1st, 
you must obtain a permit from the Illinois 
Department of Transportation.

Governor signs safe toy bill 


SPR IN G FIELD - Gov. Rich­ 
ard B. Ogilvie today signed 
House Bill 4109 which will bet­ 
ter regulate unsafe toys in Illi­ 
nois. 
Dr. Franklin D. Yoder, direc­ 
tor of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, was present at 
the signing of the bill which 
amends the Uniform Hazard­ 
ous Substances Act of Illinois to 
conform to federal regulations. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Roman J. Kosinski (D-Chica- 
go), specifically broadens the 
definitions of “ hazardous” and 
“ banned” to include “ combust­ 
ible” and “ thermal,” and de­ 
fines these properties. 
Dr. Yoder said that this legis­ 
lation will enable his agency, 
upon finding a misbranded or 
banned hazardous substance, to 
detain or embargo the item. 
The department may then 
place a warning tag on the arti­ 
cle to notify those possessing 
the item not to sell or dispose of 
it until the court gives permis­ 
sion to do so. 


“ If the article is fcund to be 
nonhazardous, the tag will be 
removed,” Dr. Yoder said. 
“ However, if the article is 
found to be misbranded or 
banned, then the state will peti­ 
tion the circuit court in that 
area where the article is de­ 
tained, for a libel for its con­ 
demnation,” he said. 
“ The case would then go to 
court where action would be 
taken to have the article de­ 
stroyed at the expense of the vi­ 
olator. All court costs, fees, 
storage and other expenses in­ 
curred would also be paid for by 
the violator,” Dr. Yoder said. 
“ If the article is manufac­ 
tured in Illinois, the manufac­ 
turer would have to pay,” he 
said. “ But if manufactured out 
of state, the retailer in Illinois 
would have to pay,” Yoder ex­ 
plained. 
“ This legislation was found 
necessary after such incidents 
as when clackers, two plastic 
balls tied together on a string, 
were sold in Illinois last year. 


“Th ey were fo u n d to b e d an ­ 
g ero u s wh en rep eated ly h it to ­ 
g eth er an d th e fed eral g o v ern ­ 
men t ru led th em h azard o u s. Il­ 
lin o is h ad fo u n d th em d an g er­ 
o u s, b u t we d id n o t h av e th e au ­ 
th o rity to o rd er th eir d estru c­ 
tio n . With th e sig n in g o f th is 
leg islatio n to d ay b y th e g o v er­ 
n o r, n o w we d o ,” h e said . 
Th e b ill also estab lish es a 
Hazard o u s Su b stan ce Ad v iso ry 
Co u n cil fo r th e p u b lic h ealth d e­ 
p artm en t .

Hock ey Association is tak ing a $2.5-mil­ 
lion airplane ride Tu esday in two 
cou ntries in hopes of bringing National 
Hock ey Leagu e su perstar Bobby Hu ll to 
the Winnipeg Jets and adding credibil­ 
ity to its fledgling organization. 
The WHA, gearing for its first sea­ 
son in October, has schedu led news 
conferences in St. Pau l and Winnipeg, 
Man., hopefu lly to annou nce the signing 
of the 33-y ear-old Golden Jet who is the 
second leading all-time goal scorer in 
NHL history . 
The chain of ev ents is to begin late 
tonight when, or if, Hu ll boards a com­ 
m ercial flight from Calgary to Winni­ 
peg, from where he will tak e a char­ 
tered flight to St. Pau l. 
After a police-escorted motorcade 
throu gh St. Pau l, WHA officials hope to 
u sher Hu ll into a 9 :30 a.m. CDT news 
conference. 
Gary L. Dav idson, WHA president, 
is to present Hu ll, whose contract with 
the NHL Chicago Black Hawk s ex pired 
at the end of the 19 71-72 season, with a 


check for $1 million. 
Then it’s back aboard the airplane 
for a retu rn trip to Winnipeg, where a 
second entou rage of officials will be es­ 
corted to the city ’s bu siest intersection 
and a second ceremonial signing. 
This one is for a $1.5-million agree­ 
ment with the Winnipeg Jets to serv e as 
play er and coach. 
The Black Hawk s apparently think 
the WHA offer is for real. 
“ I think that he’ll probably sign with 
the other leagu e,” William W. Wirtz, 
president of the Black Hawk s said in to­ 
day ’s editions of the Chicago Tribu ne. 
‘‘We hav en’t had any indication that 
he won’t. And we aren’t sitting on any ­ 
thing that we’ll pu ll at the last minu te. 
We’v e made ou r offer. We hav e no hos­ 
tility whatsoev er toward Bobby . If the 
other leagu e doesn’t produ ce the mon­ 
ey , ou r offer stands.” 
Wirtz, while mak ing no mention of a 
possible lawsu it, did say “antitru st 
laws won’t allow u s to pool money lik e 
they ’v e done. I hav e my dou bts whether 
that’s legal.” 
Bu t a WHA spok esman said Su nday 
night there was no pooling arrange­ 


ment inv olv ed and that any money paid 
by the leagu e to Hu ll was coming ou t of 
the WHA treasu ry . 


Hu ll became entangleji in a contract 
dispu te with the Black Hawk s owners 
fou r y ears ago for a reported $150,000 
contract, which ex pired this y ear. 
While holding ou t, Hu ll missed the 
first six week s of the season and Chi­ 
cago finished in last place in the West 
Div ision. 


Hu ll, the left-winger with the big 
slap shot, has scored 6 04 career goals in 
regu lar season play , second only to 
Gordie Howe’s 786 . The 5-foot-10, 19 3- 
pou nd nativ e of Point Anne, Ont., has 
scored 50 or more goals in fiv e of his 15 
NHL seasons. 
If Hu ll does sign, he will become the 
first fu ll-fledged su per-star to ju m p to 
the WHA.
